filed, involving $140,000, | 

The first case is that of w, H. Mo- 
Grath, a lumberman of Minneapolis, | 
who sues for $10,000, The suit is directed 
against the First National Bank, Ernest 
E, Hart, Republican National Commit- 
jteeman for Iowa; Banjamin Marks, a 
local capitalist, whose name also fig- 
ures in the Mabray indictment; Mabray 
himself and P. G. Connors, former 
cashier of the First National Bank and 
now ¢onnected with. the City National 
Bank of this city. 

The other suit is brought against Ben- 
jamin Marks and Mabray by P. 5. 
George of San Antonio, Tex. He charges 
that he lost his money in New Orleans, 
where, after losing $7580 on a fake 
wrestling match, he was induced to re- 
turn home and get $8000 more, which he 
also lost in a similar manner. 

The McGrath suit was filed at Des 
Moines and the papers were served here, 
and the George sult was filed here.

The only thing that remains uncertain 
is the date. 

The kickers, in their onslaught upon 
the Mayor’s office, are to be divided 
into two classes for each sex. Kicks ac- 
counted by the executive committee as 
competent, relevant and material will 
fall into one classification. These ad- 
judged incomplete, irrelevant and imma- 
terial will form ‘the other class. 
Kickers Will March 
in Four Grand Columna. 

HE kickers will march upon the 
T City Hall in four grand columns, 

two for men, two for women. The 
male column of competent kicks will 
form for the run on the Mayor at the 
east entrance of the City Hall, extend- 
ing across Twelfth street and east on 
Walnut street to Broadway. north to 
Washington esvenue, east to Hads 
Bridge.
